In the outstanding Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief of August 27, 2007, it is 
alleged that Applicant's Appeal Brief filed on June 4, 2007 is defective for failing to 
provide a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each independent claim 
involved in the appeal. The Notice provides the example where the citation "pages 8- 
16, lines 19-14, pages 38-40, lines 21-9, Fig. 34" is not a clear, precise, and concise 
citation." The Notice states that "it is not clear whether Appellant refers to lines 19-14 in 
every single page of pages 8-16." In response and with respect to the example citation 
above, Applicant notes that the citation refers to the portion of the application 
corresponding to page 8, line 19 to page 16, line 14; the portion of the application 
corresponding to page 38, line 21 to page 40, line 9; and Fig. 34. 

In response to the Notice, Applicant submits herewith a Revised Appeal Brief 
which provides a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each independent 
claim involved in the appeal with concise and precise citations.
